Sir, 

Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Twenty-third  Annual  Report, 
viz.,  that  for  the  year  1895. 

The  Death  Rate  from  “All  causes”  is  20*0  per  1,000  population. 
The  average  rate  in  38  large  towns  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  20'7. 
Details  as  to  the  general  mortality  in  the  different  Registration  Sub¬ 
districts  will  be  found  at  pages  36-40. 

The  Marriage  Rate  (see  page  12).  In  the  year  ended  31st  March, 
1895,  1,851  marriages  were  registered  in  the  Registration  District  of 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne  (which  includes  the  sub-district  of  Benwell  and 
Fenham),  an  increase  of  39  on  the  number  (1,812)  during  the  previous 
twelve  months. 

Zymotic  Diseases  have  caused  431  deaths,  against  385  in  the  previous 
year.  Measles,  Whooping-Cough,  and  Diarrhoea  have  caused  349  deaths, 
against  322  in  the  previous  year. 

Notifiable  Diseases  (see  page  17)  caused  128*  deaths  in  the  year 
under  report,  as  compared  with  86  *  in  the  preceding  year.  Smallpox 
and  Typhus  are  conspicuous  by  their  absence  from  the  returns. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  is  26*  against  27*  last  year. 
The  form  of  the  disease  was  exceedingly  mild,  the  mortality  per  cent,  to 
cases  notified  having  been  2*7,  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  3*3  for  the 
year  1894.  959  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  1895,  an  increase 

of  133  on  the  returns  of  the  year  before. 

Enteric  (or  Typhoid)  Fever  caused  48*  deaths,  against  30*  in  the 
previous  year.  The  rate  of  mortality  to  cases  notified  is  22 '5  per  cent., 
as  compared  with  18*3  in  the  year  1894.  The  number  of  cases  notified 
(213)  is  49  in  excess  of  the  previous  year’s  return. 

Diphtheria  has  caused  49*  deaths,  against  27*  in  1894.  The  rate  of 
mortality  is  28‘2  per  cent.  The  total  number  of  cases  notified  shews  an 
increase  of  62  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  in  the  West  End  of  Newcastle. — Toward 
the  latter  part  of  the  year,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  became  pre-

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valent  in  the  Western  parts  of  the  City.  The  former  of  those  diseases 
began  to  increase  in  September,  and  the  latter  in  October.  The  Wards 
principally  affected  were  those  of  Elswick  (North  and  South),  Arthur’s 
Hill,  and  Westgate  North,  Arthur’s  Hill  being  most  severely  visited. 
Each  case  of  disease  was  inquired  into  without  delay,  in  the  usual  way 
as  it  was  notified.  Beyond  numerous  sanitary  defects  discovered  in  the 
infected  houses,  which  were  systematically  dealt  with  as  they  came  under 
observation,  no  specific  cause  of  the  prevalence  of  these  diseases  in  this 
locality  was  found,  as  was  duly  reported  by  me  to  the  Sanitary  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  continuance  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  after  the  close 
of  1895,  and  the  action  taken  in  relation  thereto,  form  matter  for 
subsequent  report. 

Admissions  to  Hospitals  for  Infectious  Diseases . — 482  patients  have 
been  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  at  Walker 
Gate,  being  an  increase  of  139  over  the  return  for  the  previous  year,  and 
by  far  the  largest  number  in  any  year  since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital 
in  1888.  The  proportion  of  patients  in  private  medical  practice  removed 
to  Hospital  is  steadily  increasing — having  been  21*8  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  in  private  practice  in  the  City  last 
year.  The  proportion  of  cases  notified  in  public  practice  removed  to 
Hospital  was  73*8  per  cent. 

The  mortality  to  cases  was  9*8  per  cent.  Details  are  given  on  p.  47. 

One  patient  admitted  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital  for  observation  and 
found  to  be  suffering  from  other  disease  and  was  discharged. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  show 
an  increase  of  216  over  those  of  1894  (see  pages  12  and  44). 

The  Uncertified  Deaths  registered  are  44  against  37  in  the  preceding 
year. 

The  number  of  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  Notified  by  Medical 
Practitioners  (see  page  13)  is  1,387  against  1,129  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Work  of  the  Health  Department. — The  work  of  the 
Health  Department  continues  to  extend.  The  Reports  of  the  Inspectors 
are  given  on  pages  30  and  33,  and  the  returns  of  their  respective  work 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  A  (Tables  X.  to  XVc). 

27,628  inspections  of  tenement  property  have  been  made  during  the 
year.  The  number  of  contraventions  of  the  Bye-laws  returned,  which  in 
last  year’s  Annual  Report  was  shown  to  be  decreasing,  is  about  10  per 
cent,  lower  during  the  year  under  report  (1,163  against  1,286). 
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197  cases  of  nuisance  have  been  heard  before  the  magistrates,  an 
increase  of  59  over  the  previous  year’s  return. 

Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — The  number  of  samples  taken  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Adulteration  Acts  (382)  is  more  than  double  that  of  the 
preceding  year. 

Milk  Adulteration. — The  great  majority  of  the  above  were  samples  of 
milk,  of  which  22,  or  8  per  cent.,  were  found  to  be  adulterated,  or  “  of 
doubtful  genuineness  ” — a  phrase  in  common  use  among  public  analysts, 
conveying  the  idea  that  the  fluid  had  been  watered,  but  not  determining 
whether  inside  the  body  of  the  cow  by  means  of  brewers’  grains  or  other 
water-forming  food,  or  outside  of  it  by  more  palpable  and  direct  dilution. 
The  dairymen  (nine  in  number)  concerned  in  the  doubtful  cases  were 
cautioned.  Twelve  dairymen,  proved  to  have  adulterated  their  milk  after 
yield,  were  proceeded  against  and  fined  (£11  5s.  in  all).  One  case  was 
dismissed  on  proof  of  warranty. 

Early  in  the  year  I  was  instructed  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  to 
report  on  the  Milk  Supply  of  the  city,  and  did  so  in  May.  A  copy  of  the 
Report  is  given  in  the  Appendix.  An  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  trade 
may  be  gathered  from  the  amount  of  money  spent  on  milk  by  the 
inhabitants  of  Newcastle,  which  is  estimated  at  upwards  of  £130,000  a 
year.  Passing  through  the  hands  of  nearly  five  hundred  different 
dairymen  (producers,  purveyors,  and  retailers),  the  milk  offered  for 
sale  in  Newcastle  undergoes  fraudulent  dilution  at  a  rate  representing  a 
money  loss  to  the  consumers  (including  the  inmates  of  many  public 
institutions)  computed  at  £1,300  a  year.  In  view  of  the  importance 
of  this  matter,  the  Inspector  has,  by  my  instruction,  increased  the 
number  of  milk  samples  purchased  for  analysis,  and  will  still  further 
increase  them  in  the  future.  The  condition  of  the  cow-houses  and 
milk-shops  in  the  City  is  described  in  the  Report.  65  per  cent,  of  the 
former  are  overcrowded,  thus  affording  predisposition  for  the  spread  of 
Tuberculosis,  &c. 

The  returns  of  inspection  of  Common  Lodging  Houses  are  given  in 
Tables  XV.  to  XYc.  Many  of  these  houses  are  well  equipped  and  well 
kept. 

The  returns  of  Suspected  or  Univholesome  Provisions  dealt  with  are 
given  in  Table  X.  Owing  to  five  outbreaks  of  Swine  Fever  during  the 
year  the  amount  of  diseased  Pork  was  exceptionally  large.  The  fines 
amount  to  £55. 
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The  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Dairies ,  Cowsheds ,  and  Slaughter 
Houses  is  given  on  pages  33-4. 

The  survey  of  some  of  the  worst  cowsheds  in  the  City  by  the  Health 
Department  Sub-Committee,  and  their  instructions  relating  thereto,  is 
reported  by  the  Inspector  to  have  led  in  two  instances  to  some  structural 
improvement  and  the  abatement  of  overcrowding.  In  a  third  case 
similar  orders  of  the  Sub-committee  were  conveyed  to  the  Cowkeeper 
last  summer,  but  at  the  close  of  the  year  had  not  been  complied  with. 

There  is  much  need  of  better  accommodation  for  the  Slaughter  of 
Cattle ,  t be.,  at  the  West  End  of  Newcastle.  As  has  repeatedly  been 
shown — the  Slaughter-Houses  there  are  the  worst  in  the  City.  Through 
the  courtesy  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Brown,  A.M.I.C.E.,  Borough  Engineer,  West 
Hartlepool,  I  have  been  able  to  lay  before  the  Committee  the  designs  of 
the  admirable  abattoir  recently  provided  by  the  Corporation  of  that 
town,  which  is  worthy  of  imitation  and  will  well  repay  inspection. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890. — Progress  under  this 
Act  during  the  past  year  has  been  but  small.  On  the  order  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  summonses  were  issued  against  the  owners  of  No.  13,  Sandgate  and 
Wrangham’s  Entry,  after  which  the  dwellings  represented  were  vacated, 
and  the  lower  approach  to  the  Entry  was  built  up.  The  owners  under¬ 
took  to  pull  the  buildings  down,  and  provide  on  their  site  a  yard  with 
suitable  conveniences  for  their  other  tenants  in  Wrangham’s  Entry,  but 
have  not  yet  done  so.  The  houses  are  now  in  ruins.  By  reason  of  this 
and  the  closure  of  the  lower  end  of  the  Entry,  the  tenants  of  the  dwellings 
still  occupied  are  worse  off  than  before. 

Official  representations  were  made  in  August  last  respecting  two 
blocks  of  property,  viz.,  No.  7,  Sandgate,  Sellars’  Entry,  and  Mill  Entry, 
Sandgate.  At  the  close  of  the  year  nothing  had  been  done  by  the  owner 
of  the  first-named  of  these  blocks.  Some  of  the  rooms  in  Mill  Entry 
were  vacated  and  closed,  and  the  premises  were  boarded  up. 

Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act ,  1890,  s.  26  ( 2 ). — Applications  for 
Certificates  entitling  the  owners  to  exemption  from  Inhabited  House  Duty 
have  been  made  during  the  year  in  respect  of  59  Tenement  Houses  and 
the  Block  of  Industrial  Dwellings  at  Garth  Pleads.  After  examination 
of  the  respective  properties,  Certificates  on  the  form  amended  and  adopted 
by  the  Sanitary  Committee — of  which  a  copy  is  shown  in  Appendix  C — 
were  given  for  the  Industrial  Dwellings  and  one  tenement  house. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Acts . — The  amount  of  work  entailed  on  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  under  these  Acts  continues  to  increase. 
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Last  year,  137  “Workshops,”  which  included  on  the  average  about  two 
workrooms  each,  were  reported  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  account  of  nuisance  or  sanitary  defect. 
On  examination,  various  unsanitary  conditions,  as  specified  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  in  his  report,  of  which  the  chief  are  dirty  rooms, 
overcrowding,  insufficient  or  defective  closet  accommodation  or  drainage, 
were  reported  and  dealt  with. 

Under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1895,  it  is  now  the  duty  of 
the  Sanitary  Authority  to  report  to  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  the 
results  of  their  action  on  his  reports — which  is  being  done. 

Housebuilding  in  the  City  shews  an  increase,  new  accommodation 
having  been  provided  for  688  families  against  provision  for  617  during 
the  year  before.

General  Work  of  the  Health  Department. 

The  Report  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Wells,  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  is  given 
below : — 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, 

I  beg  to  present  you  my  report  of  the  work  done  in  my  section 
of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1895,  which  includes  Tables  Nos.  XI.  to  XYc. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — These  houses  have,  on  the  whole, 
been  well  conducted. 

The  work  of  getting  single  beds  substituted  for  double  ones 
proceeds  satisfactorily. 

Five  houses  have  been  registered  and  three  closed  during  the 

year. 

The  total  number  of  lodgers,  for  which  the  Common  Lodging 
Houses  of  the  City  were  registered,  was,  at  the  close  of  1894,  1,685  ; 
at  the  close  of  the  year  under  report  (1895)  was  1,839. 

The  average  number  of  lodgers  per  night  was  1,233.  Highest 
number  on  any  one  night,  1,347.  Lowest  number  on  any  one  night, 

1,147. 

Nuisance  Abatement. — The  details  of  this  work  are  shewn  in 
Tables  XI.  and  XII.  There  have  been  236  privies  with  ashpits 
removed.  Pail-closets  have  been  substituted  for  about  one-third  of 
these,  and  water-closets  for  about  two-thirds. 

The  assistance  of  the  staff  has  been  freely  sought  by  the  public 
during  the  year. 

Tenement  Bye-Laws. — The  improvement  for  good  in  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  tenement  houses,  reported  last  year,  continues. 

Adulteration  Act. — A  very  large  increase  will  be  observed  in  the 
number  of  samples  of  Milk  purchased,  viz.,  268,  as  against  92  last 
year.  8  per  cent,  of  these,  or  22  samples,  were  not  genuine  or  of 
doubtful  genuineness. 

The  total  number  of  samples  taken  this  year  was  382,  against 
190  in  1894, 
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It  is  intended  greatly  to  increase  this  quantity  during  the  coming 
12  months,  and  especially  the  number  of  Milk  samples  purchased  on 
Sundays. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Ads. — 137  Workshops,  which  included 
232  Workrooms,  were  inspected  during  the  year.  248  sanitary

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, 

I  beg  to  present  you  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1895  : — 

The  health  of  the  cattle  in  the  city  has  been  satisfactory  through¬ 
out  the  year, 

Gow-sheds .- — These  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  several 
necessary  repairs  have  been  made  at  the  verbal  request  of  the 
Inspector.  The  Health  Sub-Committee  having  surveyed  a  number 
of  the  worst  cow-sheds,  gave  instructions  to  serve  three  persons  with 
notices  to  put  their  premises  into  good  sanitary  condition,  and  to 
abate  overcrowding  of  the  cattle  therein.  This  was  done ;  two  com¬ 
plied  with  the  notice,  in  the  other  case  the  work  was  not  done  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

Eight  persons  have  declined  cow-keeping  during  the  year  for 
various  reasons. 

One  application  was  made  to  begin  to  keep  cows  in  existing 
buildings  ;  after  being  reported  on,  the  application  was  declined. 

One  case  of  infectious  disease,  viz.,  Scarlet  Fever,  has  occurred 
in  the  family  of  a  dairyman.  The  patient  was  removed  to  Hospital, 
and  the  milk  kept  off  the  premises  till  final  disinfection  was  completed. 
No  spread  of  infection  is  known  to  have  occurred  from  the  case. 

Slaughter-houses.— There  has  been  very  little  change  in  these 
during  the  year. 

At  Stepney  two  slaughter-houses  have  been  made  into  one ;  and 
the  Knackers’  Yard  has  been  removed  from  Ouseburn  to  more  suitable 
premises  at  the  Mushroom. 

The  principal  groups  have  been  inspected  two  or  three  times 
every  week,  and  those  in  outlying  places  as  often  as  time  permits. 
All  have  been  found  to  be  kept  in  fair,  clean  condition ;  where  any 
neglect  has  occurred  it  has  been  attended  to  at  once  on  complaint 
being  made  to  the  occupier. 

In  October  the  Council  approved  of  133  places  being  licensed  as 
slaughter-houses  ;  109  for  twelve  months,  11  for  six  months,  and  13 
for  three  months.  The  majority  of  the  worst  places  are  in  the 
north-west  part  of  the  city,  and  better  accommodation  is  very  much 
required  in  that  district. 
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Three  summonses  have  been  issued  for  slaughtering  swine  on 
unlicensed  premises.  In  two  cases  a  fine  of  5s.  and  costs  was  imposed, 
the  other  was  dismissed. 

Fish  Market ,  Close. — The  supplies  of  Fish  at  this  Market  have 
been  very  small  throughout  the  year.  The  principal  fishmongers 
obtain  their  supplies  from  Shields  and  other  places  at  a  distance. 
A  considerable  quantity  of  salmon,  halibut,  etc.,  is  brought  from 
Norway  during  the  season,  but  it  is  mostly  disposed  of  privately 
without  coming  into  the  Market.  The  Fish  have  been  inspected 
daily  when  in  the  Market,  and  the  following  being  found  stale,  were 
destroyed : —

The  large  increase  of  suspected  pork  examined  is  owing  to  five  outbreaks  of 
Swine  Fever  haviug  occurred,  in  which  205  swine  were  implicated.  When  killed, 
121  of  that  number  were  destroyed,  and  84  carcases  being  found  free  from  disease 
were  passed  for  food. 

Eight  persons  have  been  summoned  for  being  the  owners  of  diseased  meat 
deposited  for  the  purpose  of  sale  and  intended  for  human  food.  Three  were  fined 
£10  and  costs  each,  and  five  were  fined  £5  and  costs  each.  Other  two  persons 
were  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  having  deposited  diseased  meat  for 
the  purpose  of  sale.  Having  given  satisfactory  explanations,  they  were  cautioned 
and  no  further  proceedings  were  taken.

REPORT  ON  THE  MILK-SUPPLY. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

In  compliance  with  vonr  instruction  I  have  the  honour  to  submit 
the  following  Report  on  the  Milk-supply  of  the  city. 

For  convenience  the  subject  may  be  considered  under  the  following 
heads,  viz.  : — 

1.  Sources  of  supply. 

2.  Extent  of  the  milk  trade  in  Newcastle. 

3.  Places  for  production,  storage,  and  sale,  and  vessels  for  the 

reception  and  carriage  of  milk. 

4.  Milk  in  relation  to  health  and  disease. 

5.  Milk  Sophistication  (impoverishment). 

6.  Hygienic  control  of  the  milk-supply. 

1. — Sources  of  Supply. 

The  supply  is  of  five  different  kinds,  according  to  source  of  produc¬ 
tion,  &c.,  viz.  : — (1)  Milk  produced  in  the  city.  (2)  Produce  of 
local  dairy  farms  delivered  to  retail  shops  or  consumers  by  carts. 
(3)  Delivery  by  rail.  (4)  Delivery  by  steamboat  (churn  milk).  (5) 
Condensed  (or  preserved)  milk. 

2. —Extent  of  the  Milk  .Trade. 

In  order  to  ascertain  as  nearly  as  possible  the  actual  amount  of  milk 
sold  in  Newcastle,  a  careful  inquiry  was  made  among  the  cow-keepers, 
with  the  result  that  the  average  daily  yield  per  cow  is  estimated  at  9 
quarts  during  seven  months,  and  10  quarts  during  the  five  warmer 
months,  of  the  year.  As  the  number  of  cows  in  the  city  cow-houses  is 
known,  the  amount  of  their  yield  is  estimated  on  the  above  basis.  The 
names  and  addresses  of  local  farmers  sending  milk  to  town  by  carts  were 
ascertained  at  the  different  toll-gates.*  These  farmers,  50  in  number,  were 
asked  by  circular  to  make  a  return  of  the  number  of  their  cows  producing

*  10  farmers  did  not  answer  this  query.  An  average  has  therefore  been  taken 
of  those  that  did  reply,  and  this  average  is  assumed  to  be  the  quantity  yielded  by 
the  cows  at  each  of  the  farms  from  which  the  information  is  wanting,  and  is  included 
accordingly  in  this  return. 
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milk  for  sale  in  Newcastle,  and  the  quantity  of  milk  so  sold.  Replies  were 
received  from  42  farmers,  and  an  average  based  on  these  was  taken  for 
the  remaining  8.  The  quantity  of  milk  received  by  rail  was  obtained  by 
the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Godfrey  Smith,  Passenger  Superintendent  of  the 
North  Eastern  Railway  Company. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  return  of  churn  milk  received  weekly  from 
Leith  was  kindly  made  by  Mr.  John  Short,  of  The  Leith  and  Newcastle 
Steam  Packet  Company.  This  milk  is  principally  used  by  bakers  and 
confectioners. 

There  are  no  available  means  of  forming  an  estimate  as  to  the  amount 
of  preserved  milk  sold. 

From  the  above  sources  the  information  in  Table  I.  has  been 
compiled. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  about  1,190  gallons  of  Churn  Milk  are 
brought  to  Newcastle  by  steamers  from  Leith  every  week,  or  61,880 
gallons  a  year.  This,  at  4d.  a  gallon,  =  £1,031  6s.  8d.  a  year. 

From  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  observed  that  the  quantity  of  fresh 
milk  produced  at  the  three  different  kinds  of  dairy  amounts  to  nearly 
two  million  gallons  a  year,  and  represents,  at  the  rate  of  Is.  4d.  per  gallon, 
no  less  a  sum  than  upwards  of  £130,000  per  annum. 

3. — Particulars  as  to  Places  for  the  Production,  Storage,  and 
Sale  of  Milk,  and  of  Vessels  for  the  Reception 
and  Carriage  of  Milk. 

As  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  rural  dairy  farms,  nothing  new  has 
been  acquired  for  the  purpose  of  the  present  Report.  In  general  it  may 
be  said  that  on  dairy  farms  the  milk-house  and  milk  vessels  are  kept 
scrupulously  clean  and  sweet.  The  cow-house  is  usually  fairly  roomy, 
and  the  ventilation  tolerably  good.  The  evils  of  drainage  and  dung 
accumulation  are,  owing  to  the  openness  of  the  surroundings  and  the 
exposure  to  air,  reduced  to  a  minimum.  What  is  most  frequently  in 
fault  is  the  water  supply.  Farms,  first-class  in  other  respects,  are  not 
always  so  in  this.  It  too  often  happens  that  the  well  and  the  privy  are  so 
close  together  that  the  former  receives  the  drainings  from  the  latter. 

Among  the  distant  urban  consumers  of  a  rural  milk  supply  numerous 
outbreaks  of  Enteric  Fever  have  been  traced  to  this  form  of  sanitary 
defect  at  farm  houses,  where  the  infected  dejecta  of  some  sick  member  of 
the  family  thrown  into  the  privy  have,  by  a  not  very  occult  process, 
found  their  way  into  the  milk-supply  forwarded  to  distant  urban 


consumers. 
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In  Newcastle  there  are  at  present  73  cow-houses,  containing 
a  total  of  628  cows,  or  an  average  of  9  to  each.  The  plan  submitted 
herewith  shows  the  greater  part  of  them  to  be  clustered  together  in 
four  localities.  Thus  there  are  15  containing  158  cows  at  Spital 
Tongues ;  6  containing  43  cows  at  New  Mills,  14  containing  92  cows 
in  the  densely  populated  area  between  Gallowgate,  Barrack  Road,  and 
Buckingham  Street,  and  6  containing  37  cows  near  Prudhoe  Street  and 
the  adjoining  part  of  Percy  Street. 

Some  of  these  cow-houses  are  old,  and  defective  in  general  sanitary 
condition.  The  worst  are  found  in  confined,  closely-built  localities, 
and  are  structurally  dilapidated,  dark  and  ill-ventilated.  Two  open  directly 
into  the  dwellings  of  the  milkmen,  and  another  communicates,  rather  less 
directly,  with  a  shop.  Some  abut  on,  and  several  are  close  to,  human 
dwellings.  Since  the  Dairy  Regulations  were  made  39  cow-houses  have 
been  pulled  down  or  closed  for  various  reasons. 

Overcrowding  of  Cow-houses. — The  amount  of  space  per  cow  in  New¬ 
castle  required  by  the  Regulations  made  under  the  Dairies  and  Cow-sheds 
Order  is  800  cubic  feet.  By  this  standard  65  per  cent,  of  the  cow-houses 
are  overcrowded,  as  appears  by  the  following  summary  of  a  return  of  the 
capacities  of  the  different  houses  in  the  city  and  number  of  cows  in 
each  : —

The  above  figures  refer  strictly  to  cow  -houses.  A  large  proportion 
have  lofts  above  with  open  communication  between.  Such  lofts  are 
generally  used  for  hay  stores.  In  case  of  disease  such  as  Tuberculosis, 
the  hay  is  liable  to  become  infected  by  the  breath  of  the  cattle. 

There  is  doubtless  considerable  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  Regula¬ 
tions  under  the  Dairies  Order  as  to  cubic  space ;  but  seeing  that  these 
Regulations  date  from  July,  1892,  it  is  time  they  were  put  into  operation.

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Retail  Milk- shops,  &c. — There  are  in  the  city  488  places  for  the  sale 
of  milk  by  retail.  These  include  ( a )  shops  in  which  articles  other  than 
milk  are  also  sold  ;  (b)  “  dairies  ”  where  milk  is  “  set  up  ”  for  cream, 
and  where  dairy  produce  in  general  is  sold  ;  (c)  houses  or  places  where 
milk  is  received  for  the  purpose  of  distribution  to  street  hawkers,  and 
at  which  small  quantities  are  sold  ;  ( d )  premises  of  cow-keepers  from 
which  milk  is  distributed  at  the  houses  of  consumers. 

The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of  milk  sold  daily  in  each  of 
the  four  different  classes  of  sale-places: —

It  will  be  observed  that  the  greatest  amount  of  milk  sold  at  any  of 
these  places  is  retailed  from  the  shops,  and  then  chiefly  in  comparatively 
small  quantities.  Thus,  of  a  total  of  377  such  “milk-shops,”  the  daily 
sale  is  less  than  20  gallons  per  shop  in  366  cases.  These  small  amounts 
may  be,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  doubtless  are,  distributed  among  a 
comparatively  large  number  of  consumers  in  the  poorer  parts  of  the 
town.  Many  of  the  shopkeepers  deliver  the  milk  to  the  houses  of  their 
customers. 
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A  full  list  of  the  registered  shops  and  places  for  the  sale  of  milk,  with 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  occupiers,  the  daily  quantity  sold,  and 
the  name  and  address  of  the  dairyman  supplying  in  each  case,  is  sub¬ 
mitted  herewith.  These  shops  are  spread  over  the  city.  Many  of  those 
in  the  low-class  streets  are,  as  may  be  surmised,  not  very  suitable  for  the 
purpose  of  storing  milk.  Frequently,  in  addition  to  general  insanitary 
surroundings,  the  shop  contains  other  articles,  the  flavour  of  which  is  apt 
to  be  absorbed  by  the  milk,  such  as  paraffin  oil,  onions,  etc.,  or  which 
tend  to  turn  it  sour,  such  as  rhubarb,  etc.  The  milk  receptacle  in  these 
places  is  often  left  uncovered  and  the  contents  are  exposed  to  dust  or,  it 
may  be,  disease  germs.  Some  of  the  worst  of  these  milk-shops  are  to  be 
found  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Sandgate,  the  City  Road,  and  the  Ouseburn. 

With  respect  to  the  foregoing  table,  the  Inspector  of  Milk-shops 
directs  attention  to  the  desirability  of  having  a  clearer  legal  definition  of 
places  from  which  milk  is  sold  than  the  terms  “ dairy”  and  “milk-shop.” 
Persons  hawk  on  the  streets  milk  taken  from  railway  cans  temporarily 
lodged  on  their  premises,  but  who  do  not  use  these  premises  as  sale-shops. 
Such  persons  keep  neither  dairy  or  milk-shop  as  at  present  understood  ; 
and  they  frequently  contend  that  they  are  not  bound  to  be  registered. 
There  may  be  many  of  these  in  the  city  unregistered  because  undetected. 

4. — Milk  in  relation  to  Health  and  Disease  in 

Cattle  and  in  Man. 

Different  diseases  of  the  cow  are  transmissible  by  means  of  the  milk 
to  the  persons  who  consume  it.  The  most  important  of  these,  from  its 
prevalence  both  among  cattle  and  mankind,  is  undoubtedly  Tuberculosis. 
Whilst  the  ravages  of  this  deadly  malady  among  human  beings  are 
only  too  well  known,  its  extent  in  the  cow-houses  of  our  towns  is  but 
imperfectly  appreciated.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  in  England,  although 
aware  in  a  general  way  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  Tuberculosis  among 
our  cattle,  have  no  statistics  of  our  own  on  the  subject,  either  as  regards 
the  living  or  the  dead  quadruped.  In  the  recently  issued  Report  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Tuberculosis*  this  is  acknowledged,  and  for  want 
of  better  information  the  returns  of  the  slaughter-houses  of  Copenhagen 
and  Berlin  are  there  quoted,  showing  that  17*7  per  cent,  of  the  oxen 
slaughtered  in  the  former  city  and  15  T  per  cent,  of  those  in  the  latter  are 
tuberculous.  The  Report!  states  that  the  disease  is  found  “with  much

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greater  frequency  in  cows  kept  in  town  cow-houses  than  in  cattle  bred 
.  for  the  express  purpose  of  slaughter.”  After  showing  that  “  tuberculous 
matter  in  milk  is  exceptionally  active  in  its  operation  upon  animals  fed 
either  with  the  milk  or  with  dairy  produce  derived  from  it,”  the  Com¬ 
missioners*  express  the  opinion  that  “  no  doubt  the  largest  part  of  the 
Tuberculosis  which  man  obtains  through  his  food  is  by  means  of  milk 
containing  tuberculous  matter.” 

The  progress  of  Tuberculosis  in  cattle  as  in  man  is  very  slow.  Con¬ 
sequently  the  spread  of  infection  from  a  cow,  affected  with  it  undiagnosed, 
to  the  consumers  of  her  milk  may  go  on  without  interruption  or  sus¬ 
picion  for  many  months.  Until  recently  no  means  were  recognised  of 
proving  the  presence  of  the  disease  in  the  living  quadruped  except  at  an 
advanced  stage.  Proof  of  such  presence  during  life  and  at  any  and  every 
stage  of  the  disease  is  indeed  a  consummation  of  science  most  devoutly  to  be 
wished.  Certain  continental  observers  believe  that  this  proof  is  afforded 
by  Tuberculin.  But  the  experimental  researches  of  Prof.  J.  McFadyean, 
conducted  for  the  purposes  of  the  Commission,  lead  him  to  “  the  dis¬ 
quieting  result  that  extensive  tuberculous  disease  may  exist  in  animals 
that  appear  to  his  tests  to  be  in  perfectly  good  health.  ”f  Dr.  Sidney 
Martin,  who  also  carried  out  experiments  for  the  Commission,  ascertained  J 
that  the  milk  of  a  tuberculous  cow,  which  milk  had  not  itself  been  found 
to  contain  tubercle  bacilli,  produced  Tuberculosis  in  four  out  of  ten 
animals  fed  upon  it.  Undoubtedly  the  milk  of  cows  with  Tuberculosis 
of  the  udder  is  much  more  virulent  than  that  of  animals  affected  with 
the  disease  in  other  parts  only. 

Both  Dr.  Martin  and  Dr.  Woodhead  insist  that  no  tuberculous  animal 
of  any  kind  should  be  allowed  to  remain  in  a  dairy.  § 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Newcastle  Improvement  Act,  1892, 
section  82,  “  Every  dairyman  who  shall  sell  the  milk  of  any  cow  to  his 
knowledge  affected  with  Tuberculosis  or  Milk  (or  Parturient)  Fever  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  forty  shillings.”  Section  88  provides 
that  “  Every  dairyman  occupying  any  dairy  in,  or  supplying  milk  in 
the  city  shall  notify  to  the  Corporation  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  or  Milk 
Fever  to  his  knowledge  occurring  in  his  dairy,  and  in  default  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  forty  shillings.”

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From  the  evidence  above  quoted,  it  appears  that  Tuberculosis  in 
certain  stages  may  exist  and  yet  may  not  be  detected  by  the  tuberculin 
test ;  and  that  the  milk  may  spread  the  disease  even  when  not  found  to 
contain  tubercle  bacilli.  Hence  the  hope  of  abolishing  the  spread  of 
the  disease  by  means  of  raw  milk  is  still  far  off.  But  the  investigations 
of  Dr.  H.  Sims  Woodhead  on  milk*  show  that  “  boiling,  for  an  instant 
even,  renders  the  tubercle  bacillus  absolutely  innocuous.” 

The  prevalence  of  disease  among  dairy  cattle  is  affected,  among  other 
considerations,  by  two  having  a  special  relation  to  Tuberculosis.  The 
first  of  these  is  overcrowding  and  the  closely  allied  subject  of  defective 
ventilation  of  cow-houses  ;  the  second  is  the  practice  of  keeping  the 
same  cows  for  dairy  purposes  for  a  number  of  years.  Both  act  alike  in 
respect  that  they  greatly  facilitate  the  spread  of  infection.  The  extent 
to  which  overcrowding  beyond  regulation  limits  exists  has  already  been 
shown.  The  custom  of  retaining  a  cow  for  the  purpose  of  yielding  milk 
as  long  as  possible — say  twelve  or  fifteen  months,  sometimes  even  for  two 
years — is  probably  attended  with  more  danger  in  dairy  herds  as  regards 
the  spread  of  Tuberculosis  than  in  the  case  of  dairies  where  it  is  the 
practice  to  keep  replenishing  the  stock  by  the  addition  of  recently  calved 
cows,  since  in  the  former  case  the  healthy  cows  inhale  the  breath  of  the 
unhealthy  for  a  longer  period.  On  the  other  hand  the  animals  newly 
added  to  a  previously  healthy  stock  may  themselves  be  diseased  and 
so  infect  the  others. 

5.— Milk  Sophistication. 

For  the  purpose  of  pecuniary  profit  milk  as  sold  to  the  consumer  may 
be  impoverished  either  by  abstraction  of  the  fat  (cream)  or  by  dilution,  or 
by  both  together.  It  is  authoritatively  laid  downf  that  “every  milk 
containing  any  addition  whatever  is  objectionable.”  Hum,  dextrine,  or 
starch  are  sometimes  fraudulently  mixed  with  inferior  milk.  Preserva¬ 
tives  “  deceive  the  public  as  to  the  newness  and  cleanly  condition  of  the 
milk.”!  Besides,  such  additions  may  be  injurious. 

The  extent  to  which  milk  adulteration  goes  on  in  Newcastle  appears 
in  the  subjoined  table,  which  shows  that  during  the  past  four  years  the 
percentage  of  adulterated  samples  to  total  taken  for  analysis  has  fallen 
from  9*8  in  1891  to  3*3  in  1894-  :  —

The  range  of  adulteration  disclosed  in  the  foregoing  table  is  consider¬ 
able,  viz.,  from  a  minimum  of  4'5  per  cent,  to  a  maximum  of  30  per 
cent.  The  mean  adulteration  on  the  diluted  samples  for  the  three  years, 
1891-3,  is  13*6  per  cent.  The  mean  percentage  of  adulterated  samples  to 
samples  taken  for  analysis  during  these  three  years  is  7*3.  Calculated 
on  the  value  of  the  supply  as  previously  computed,  this  represents  to 
Newcastle  consumers  a  loss  of  above  £1,300  a  year.  The  large  adultera¬ 
tions  detected  in  the  year  1893  (number  included  in  the  previous  table) 
occurred  in  public  institutions. 

The  extent  of  the  milk  trade  in  the  city  affords  some  idea  of  the 
amount  of  supervision  required  to  detect  adulteration.  With  so  many 
as  488  producers,  purveyors,  and  retailers  (see  Table  If.),  the  inspection 
represented  by  an  average  of  108  samples  of  milk  taken  and  submitted 
for  analysis  during  the  past  four  years  scarcely  seems  adequate.  In 
order  to  render  the  inspection  more  complete  a  Feser’s  lactoscope, 
lactometer,  cremometers,  etc.,  have  been  procured  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  in  the  Health  Department  all  samples  by  these  means. 
Those  samples  only  which  prove  or  are  suspected  to  be  below  the  normal 
standard  will  henceforth  be  forwarded  to  the  Public  Analyst.  In  this 
way  a  much  larger  number  of  samples  may  be  taken  without  throwing 
any  unnecessary  increase  of  work  upon  the  Public  Analyst. 
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In  reference  to  the  subject  of  analysis,  there  is  great  need  of  a 
legalised  standard  for  the  constitution  of  milk.  For  want  of  such  a 
standard  analysts  frequently  adopt  in  their  reports  the  unsatisfactory 
term  “of  doubtful  genuineness,”  knowing  that  the  standard  of  their  own 
Society  of  Public  Analysts,  though  itself  not  a  very  high  one,  is  above 
that  of  Somerset  House,  where  samples  in  dispute  are  commonly  sent  by 
the  magistrates  for  arbitration.  Such  a  standard  should  be  one  not  of 
mere  genuineness,  but  also  one  of  actual  strength  as  indicated  by  per¬ 
centage  of  different  constituents. 

Occasionally,  the  proof  in  court  of  milk  being  deficient  in  nutritive 
elements  is  met  by  the  affirmation  that  the  sample  was  exactly  as  yielded 
by  the  cow.  This  may  be  quite  time,  for  if  the  cow  be  fed  on  watery  food, 
brewers’  grains,  etc.,  the  yield  “becomes  very  abundant;  but  it  is  as  if 
watered  in  the  body  of  the  cow.”"  The  sale  of  milk  of  decidedly  inferior 
value,  though  not  punishable  by  law  when  the  above  plea  is  admitted,  may 
be  satisfactorily  dealt  with,  as  recommended  by  Lehmann,  by  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  factj  that  at  present  the  cows  of  A.  B.  are  yielding  inferior 
milk,  the  return  to  a  supply  of  normal  quality  being  announced  in  like 
manner.  This  course  has  been  adopted  with  satisfactory  results  in 
Brunswick. 

Among  many  other  causes  of  failure  to  obtain  conviction  under  the 
Adulteration  Acts  for  fraudulently  impoverished  milk  are  two  pleas, 
both  of  which,  having  within  a  comparatively  short  period  been  urged  in 
cases  heard  before  the  Newcastle  magistrates,  may  be  mentioned  here. 
One  is  that  occasionally  put  forward  by  purveyors  of  milk  to  public 
institutions  from  whose  cans  samples  of  milk  on  the  point  of  delivery  have 
been  taken  for  analysis,  viz.,  the  absence  of  contract.  In  dealing  with  such 
samples  the  Act  provides  that  they  shall  be  taken  during  delivery  “  in 
pursuance  of  contract.”  In  some  of  the  worst  of  the  cases  of  gross 
adulteration  of  milk  detected  during  the  year  before  last  in  the  supplies 
to  public  institutions  of  the  city,  the  prosecutions  failed  owing  to  absence 
of  contract  through  neglect  of  the  authorities  of  those  institutions,  which 
led,  as  it  has  done  elsewhere,  to  successful  defence  of  the  cases  under  this 
provision  of  the  Act. 

In  cases  of  prosecution  for  abstraction  of  cream  from  milk  a  different 
plea  is  often  urged,  and  was  so,  but  unsuccessfully,  not  long  ago  in  the 
Newcastle  Police  Court.  The  defence  was,  in  effect,  that  the  sample  had 
been  taken  for  analysis  from  the  can  after  the  first  customers  had  got 
most  of  the  cream  from  the  upper  part  of  the  milk,  and  consequently

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leaving  the  remainder  with  less  than  the  normal  proportion  of  fat.  Such 
a  defence,  however  reasonable  if  the  milk  had  stood  for  a  long  time,  is 
scarcely  permissible  in  the  case  of  milk  yielded  within,  say,  four  or  five 
hours  before  the  time  of  sale.  Even  if  the  milk-seller’s  plea  is  bond  fide , 
he  is  to  blame  for  letting  the  first  customers  have  more  than  their  proper 
share  of  cream,  and  thus  depriving  the  later  ones  of  their  due  amount. 

6. — Hygienic  Control  of  the  Milk  Trade. 

The  peculiar  constitution  of  the  organic  fluid  in  question,  rendering 
it  prone  to  take  up,  and  serve  as  a  nidus  for  the  development  of,  the  germs 
of  disease  both  before  and  after  yield,  demands  the  strictest  hygienic 
supervision  of  every  department  of  the  milk  trade.  The  Eegulations 
made  under  the  Dairies  Orders  provide  “for  the  inspection  of  cattle,  the 
lighting,  ventilation,  cleansing,  drainage,  and  water  supply  of  dairies  and 
cow-sheds,”  “for  securing  the  cleanliness  of  milk-stores,  milk-shops,  and 
of  milk  vessels  used  for  containing  milk  for  sale,”  and  “for  prescribing 
precautions  to  be  taken  by  purveyors  of  milk  and  persons  selling  milk  by 
retail  against  infection  or  contamination.”  Further,  the  Newcastle  Im¬ 
provement  Act,  1892,  gives  power  to  require  the  notification  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  and  Milk  Fever  in  cattle,  as  already  stated.  Practically  the  power 
has  been  inoperative.  No  case  has  been  notified. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  recognising  by  ordinary  signs  the  presence 
of  Tuberculosis  in  the  ox  at  an  early  or  even  a  somewhat  advanced  stage, 
and  the  (perhaps  natural)  tendency  of  the  cow-keeper  to  deny  knowledge 
of  it  until  the  very  last,  the  stamping  out  of  this  disease  among  dairy 
cows  is  scarcely  to  be  expected  without  taking  an  additional  step,  viz., 
that  of  requiring  the  application  of  the  tuberculin  test  to  all  such  cows, 
provided  that  this  test,  after  further  observation,  is  found  reliable. 

Notwithstanding  the  Dairy  Eegulations  in  town  and  country,  and 
the  action  taken  under  them,  much  remains  to  be  done  to  improve  the 
hygiene  of  the  milk  trade.  Many  town  dairies  are  placed  in  closely 
built  and  densely  populated  localities.  Some  tendency  has  been  shewn  of 
late  by  the  Newcastle  cow-keepers  to  migrate  to  farms  a  little  distance 
from  the  town — a  decidedly  advantageous  step  from  a  sanitary  point  of 
view. 

Some  few  years  ago  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Freemen  of  the  City 
announced  their  intention  of  erecting  on  the  Town  Moor  a  number  of 
cow-houses  on  the  best  sanitary  principles.  Unfortunately  the  scheme, 
which  was  looked  forward  to  with  much  interest,  has  not  been  carried 
out. 
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Water  for  Cows  on  the  Town  Moor. — About  450  milch  cows  are 
pastured  on  the  Town  Moor.  Their  principal  water  supply  is  the 
surface-water  collected  in  open  ponds.  Different  analyses  of  samples 
taken  from  these  ponds  last  September  shew  the  water  to  be  grossly 
polluted  and  unfit  for  cattle  to  drink.  The  question  of  doing  away  with 
the  ponds  and  providing  troughs  with  water  from  the  Company’s  mains 
has  for  some  time  past  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee. 

Dairy  Premises  are  often  sanitarily  defective,  and  the  tendency  is 
toward  overcrowding,  and  insufficient  ventilation  and  lighting  of  cow¬ 
houses,  to  the  detriment  of  the  cattle  and  the  consumers  of  their  milk. 
The  cattle  in  dairies,  whether  urban  or  rural,  are  not,  in  this  country, 
subject  to  official  inspection,  neither  is  their  food  or  water.  The  fore¬ 
going  matters  are  more  strictly  attended  to  on  the  continent.  In 
Copenhagen,  the  majority  of  milk-shops  and  milk  carts  now  exhibit 
placards  stating  that  the  milk  here  sold  is  “  under  control,”  or  “  under 
veterinary  control.”"  The  rules  for  inspection  in  connection  with  this 
control  are  stringent,  and  include  the  examination  of  the  dairy  cattle, 
the  withdrawal  of  unhealthy  cows,  the  reporting  of  sickness  among  the 
cows,  and  the  keeping  back  of  their  milk  until  its  use  is  authorised,  the 
foddering  of  cattle,  &c.  The  Copenhagen  Milk  Supply  Company 
furnish  the  greater  part  of  the  milk  sold  in  that  city.  Their  business  is 
in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of  eminent  citizens.  The  stock  of  milk  is 
furnished  under  contract  by  a  number  of  farmers  in  the  country.  The 
excellent  rules  for  their  contractors  deal  with  (a)  feeding  and  manage¬ 
ment,  (A)  milking  and  cooling,  (e)  delivery  of  milk,  (d)  further  regulations 
as  to  Tuberculosis  and  several  other  matters. 

In  conclusion,  the  following  suggestions  are  submitted  for  considera¬ 
tion  in  the  public  interest : — 

1. — That  every  cow  with  Tuberculosis  (proved  or  reasonably 

suspected)  on  a  dairy  farm  should  be  slaughtered. 

2.  — That  all  milk  by  the  consumption  of  which  there  is  risk  of 

the  spread  of  any  infectious  disease  to  human  beings 

should  be  at  once  destroyed. 

3.  — That  Sanitary  Authorities  should  have  power  to  license 

and  control  the  sale  of  milk  sent  into  their  districts  from

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outside,  and  to  prevent  the  sale  of  such  milk,  unless 
satisfied  as  to  the  sanitary  conditions  under  which  it  is 
produced,  stored,  or  distributed. 

4.  — That  Sanitary  Authorities  should  be  kept  informed,  by  milk 

retailers,  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  from 
whom  they  receive  their  supply  of  milk. 

5.  — That  in  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  in  any  district,  due 

or  suspected  to  be  due  to  milk  sent  from  another  district, 
the  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  district  in  which  the 
disease  breaks  out  should  have  power,  without  delay,  to 
inspect  the  dairy  at  which  the  said  milk  is  produced, 
and,  if  necessary,  prohibit  by  their  officers  the  sale  of  the 
milk  A 

6.  — That  the  Sanitary  Authorities  of  districts  from  which  milk 

is  sent  for  sale  into  other  districts  should  report  to  the 
Sanitary  Authorities  of  such  districts  on  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  dairy  farms  on  which  such  milk  is 
produced  ;  and  that  they  should  inform  such  Authorities 
of  any  infectious  disease  or  other  condition  at  such  dairy 
farms  whereby  the  wholesomeness  of  the  milk  may  be 
affected  injuriously.

requirements,”  it  being  understood  that  the  foregoing  words  are,  for  the  sole  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  Act,  here  interpreted  to  mean  : — 

1.  — That  the  drainage,  and  the  accommodation  and  sanitary  requirements 
of  the  rooms  and  premises  generally,  are  in  accordance  with  the  Statutes,  Bye- 
Laws,  and  Regulations  in  force  in  the  City. 

2.  — That  the  house. ..and  rooms  are  not  dilapidated,  dark,  defectively 
ventilated,  or  damp. 

3.  — That  the  house . provided  with  a  yard  or  a  yard  in  common 

properly  paved  or  cemented,  and  drained. 

4.  — That  there  is  sleeping  accommodation  for  each  tenement  as  required 
by  the  Bye-Laws. 

5.  — Tnat  there  is  conveniently  accessible  water-  or  pail-closet  accommo¬ 
dation  as  required  by  the  Bye-Laws. 

6.  — That  there  is  an  ashpit  or  a  movable  receptacle  in  the  yard  for  ashes. 

7.  — Tnat  there  is  a  water  tap  and  a  sink  on  the  premises  for  the  use  of 
the  tenants.
